State Says She 


Entire Court to See the Crypt Where 


Body; Testimony Starts. 


Buried Denton’s 


The basement sepulcher at the 
murder mansion at 676 South Cat- 


body of J. C. Denton was found 
buried last fall will be visited today 
by the twelve men who are to decide 
if Mre.

Mre. Peete, officially pictured by 
che State as the woman who singie- 
handed dragged the lifeless form of 
Denton down the narrow stairway 
and pushed it into the wooden crypt 
where for more than three months 
it remained undiscovered, is to ac- 
company the jury and the court offi- 
cials. 

Decision to have the jury inspect 
the scene of the crime was reached 
late yesterday, after an agreement 
between the attorneys representing 
the State and the defense, and 5Su- 
perior Judge Willis, in whose court 
bale.| Mra. Peete is now on trial for her 
life. It followed half a day of testi- 
mony in which prosecution witnesses

Ali ar- 
ramgements for the trip were corm- 
pleted last night, the time for the 
trip a. fixed, tentatively, at 2 
o'clock n the afternoon. rs. 
Peete’s presence in the house was 
made certain by the announcement 
from Judge Willis that he plans to 
have fhe jury, the bailiff, clerk, the 
attortieys, if they desire, and the de- 
fendant, make the trip with him. 

The jury will be shown the narrow 
stairway leading from the kitchen; 
the concrete floor of the basement, 
on which the body was laid, and 
may be allowed to view the entire 
premises. Only two sides of the 
death crypt now remain, the door 
that long ed its grewsome 6se- 
cret is gome, and the rich black 
dirt which the prosecution says 
Mrs. Peete caused to be brought into 
the basement, and later threw over 
the body, was removed weeks ago. 
The spot where the body was 
.| placed is now whitewashed and 
cleaned and a bright light placed in 
to the electric fixture. The frame- 
work of the crypt, the gas ‘eater, 
the furnace and the stairway are 
still there, and. the jury will be able 
to reconstruct the scene as it was 
when the first shovel of earth was 
removed from above the body Sep- 
tember 23, last.

It is at this point that 
the strongest attacks of the defense 
are expected to be launched. 

DEFENSE INDICTED. 

Essential points of the defense of 
Mrs. Peete were disclosed by Public 
| Defender Aggeler yesterday in his 
| Cross-examination of the four wit- 
| nesses for the State who testified im- 
j}mediately following the opening 
statement to the jury: by Dist.-Atty. 
| Woolwine, who briefly outlined the 
¢rime as the prosecution will at- 
tempt to prove it. 

Using the recognized “reasonable 
doubt" defense, Mrs. Peete's at- 
torneys will éeonteod, as their out- 
standing point, th questions in- 
dicated, that the physical facts of 
the dispdésal of the body in a base- 
ment crypt at the Denton home are 
such as to preclude the possibility 
of Mra. Peete having done it. By 
inference they yesterday sought to 
leave the impweysion that Attorney 
Rush Blodget, discoverer of the 
body, hed a “tip” as to where he 
would find the body. They also laid 
great emphasis on statements tend- 
ing to show that Paul R. Aument, 
nephew by marriage of the slain 
mining man, was on the scene less 
than an hour after the body was 
found. Pointed questions about Den- 
ton’'s much-discussed right arm al- 
s0 were asked. Mrs. Peete has fre- 
quently been quoted by persons who 
will be witnesses, as saying that 
Denton’'s right arm was cut off, that 
it was injured, that he carried it 
in a siling,’and she thus is said to 
have accounted for the declared ir- 
regularities in the signatures of two 
checks cashed to her order and as- 
serted by the prosecution. to be 
forgeries. Every point was attacked 
by the defense in an effort to in- 
sert the wedge of doubt. 

The trial progressed rapidly yes- 
terday. A jury was selected before 
the noon recess. Mr. Woolwine 
took less than ten_ minutes for his 
opening statement, and four wit* 
nesses were examined before the 
night adjournment. There were few 
clashes between the attorneys repre- 
senting the people and those for 
Mrs. Peete, but the cross-examining 
| showed clearly that the Public De- 
tfegder and his deputies will avail 
themselves of every opportunity to 
create every doubt possible regard- 
ing any point in the State's long 
chain of circumstances by which 
Mr. Woolwine and his deputies wil! 
attempt to prove the defendant 

ity. 

COULD SHE DO IT? 

In cross-questioning Deputy 
County Surveyor F. Wilcor Stoddard, 
who drew the plans of the Denton 
premises used as exhibits, Mr. Ag- 
geier paid particular attention to 
the dimensions of the wooden 
vloset where the body was buried. 
He also asked the witness many 
questions By width of 
the staira, down which the prose- 
cution declares Mra. Peete dragged 
the body before covering it with 
earth in the crypt. It was appar- 
ently Mr. Aggeler’s intention to 
bring out that the space is sufficient- 
ly small to make difficult the hand- 
ling of a body by one person. The 
significance of these questions is 
emphasized by the nature of sev- 
eral depositions taken from friends 
of the d¢efendant in Denver in 
which the friends were asked 
whether Mrs. Peete is physically 
able, in their opinion, to drag or 
carry a 200-pound body. 

Attorney Blodget and Detective 
A. J. Cody, finders of the body after 
Denton'’s relatives had been seeking

j\day. Mr. Blodget, a local attorney,

VICTIMS OF SEA 
DISASTER HERE. 


Woman, Babe and Nine Men 
of Crew Meet Rescue. 


Husband and Wife Separated 
as He Sticks to Ship. 


Worst Blow in Sixty Years 
Dismantles Vessel. 


A tale of the wrath of the sea, of 
& woman, a babe and nine men 
adrift in an open beat in mid- 
ocean for three days and nights and 
of the ordeass of a living death 
which they had survived, was given 
to the outside worid fur the tirst 
time last evening when the freighter 
West hicibrvok docked at Los An- 
geles harbor. 

The woman was Mrs. James J. 
Winther, the young wife of a sturdy 
Norseman sea captain who had 
sailed the western seas for many 
years. With her baby, she was ac- 
companying her husband aboard his 
schooner to Sydney, Australia, 
on the fiXy-seventh day out the an- 
clent five-rigger was overtaken by 
the fiercest biow that had swep;, the 
Pacific in sixty years. The inca was 
battered and torn so viciously by 
the siorm that she became water- 
logged and was abandoned. 

The woman and the babe and the 
nine men were cast adrift in the 
frail open boat, but the captain and 
one of his faithful seamen refused 
to leave the ship. 

Mrs. Winther and the infant were 
dropped frum the West Holbrook 
at Honolulu, but from the nine men, 
who stayed with the West Holbrook 
on her journey to Los Angeles Har- 
bor, the story of the ill-fated Inca 
was gleaned last night. And the 
narrative, as they told it, shoves all 
fiction yarns of shipwrecks and sea 
tragedies into the distant back- 
ground. 

Those who related incidents of the 
last voyage of the Inca were First 
Mate Ernest Johnson, Second Mate 
M. P. Nelson, Herman Eck, Adolph 
Swanson, Edward Nordlund, Oliver 
McGann, Roy Paulson, John Wiil- 
liams and Robert Bruce. 

HAD EARLY BAD OMEN. 


The Inca left Eureka, Cal, on 
October 9%. But after the second 
day at sea she was a marked ship. 
Death had invaded her shortly aft- 
er she cleared port and this, to the 
crew, was a bad omen. When the 
schooner had been under sail just 
twenty-two hours, James Morris, a 
seaman, fell from the topmast :ig- 
ging and was killed. A burial serv- 
ice at sea was held by the scant 
crew and from that day on a pall 
hovered over the cessel. 

Fifty-seven days out, wien the 
Inca was 250 miles from Sydney, 
the schooner ran into the tall of the 
fiercest storm she had ever en- 
countered—the worst “blow” in sixty 
years, as Second Mate Nelson termed 
it. 

The storm wrought havoc aboard 
the Inca. Deck equipment was 
washed overboard and the schooner 
was buffeted around in the blinding 
storm as if she were a cork in the 
Niagara rapids. The rigging and 
sails were ripped from their masts 
and blown to sea. And one by one 
the five huge masts crashed to the 
deck and were swept over the sides. 
All rigging and sails were lost 
overboard and the deck was swept 
clean of ever)sthing but ‘the splin- 
tered stumps of the forward and 
main masts. 

THREW OVER CARGO. 


The schooner sprang a leak in 
the midst of the storm and within 
a few hours was listing heavily to 
the gunwale washing 
the surface of the sea. The hold 
was being swamped with water and 
the crew then worked day and 
night, throwing the lumber cargo 
overboard. 

Fires were burned on the deck at 
night to attract passing ships, and 
during the day the men burned ar- 


Despite their efforts four veasels 
passed, including a huge Aus- 
tralian ocean liner. The liner, Sea: 
ond Mate Nelson declared, even 
changed her course to avoid coming 
to the Inca’s rescue. 

After t seconal day. and when 
the storm had subsided, the Inca 
was barely keeping above water. 
Capt. Winther ordered his men to 
launch the open boat, but while 
lowering it a jagged hole was torn 
in the fall craft's side. The hole 
was quickly mended with planks. 
Then a platform was built aft of 
the deckhouse and again the launch- 
ing was attempted. This time the 
epen boat remained afloat. 

When Capt. Winther ordered all 
his crew to man the boat, many 
of the men refused. They preferred 
to remain aboard with their cap- 
tain, and go down with the ship. 
Capt. Winther convinced the crew 
thet to eave the lives of his young 
wife and the babe, it wou)d be nec- 
essary for them to shove off in the 
umajl boat. Nine of the men jumped 
into the boat and then carefully

STAYED WITH ONE MAN. / 
The crew pleaded with the cap- 
tain to join them. He emphatically 
refused, deciaring he would go down 
with the Inca before he would de- 
wert her. But he did not remain 
sione, for a seaman named Ross 
stayed behind with him. Food and 
water were secured from the water- 
logged hold to supply the party i 
the open boat.

Three More Victims Found;

TWO INQUIRIES. 

Inquiries into the cause of the 
accident were conducted simultane- 
ously yesterday by the Southern Pa- 
cific and the State Railway Com- 
mission. Representing the latter, W. 
F. Lemon, en assistant service in- 
apector, made a private investiga- 
tion and will forward his report to 
the commission in San Francisco. 
He also attended the railroad com- 
pany’s inquiry, at which Asst. Supt. 
A. F. Bowles acted as chairman. 
Other members were D, M. Cross- 
man, assistant division engineer; T. 
H. Osborne, mastér car repairer; C 
G. Munson, Manager of the Union 
Terminal Warehouse Company, and 
J. C. Wallace, a merchandise broker.

LOS ANGELES—WHY? 

Los Angeles and its environs form the 
single flowering oasis in the vast desert 
of agricultural, commercia!] and industriel 
depression that covers the United States, 
according to the ‘December report of the 
United States, Chamber of Commerce. Its 
map illustrating business conditions shows 
that they ere bad in the whole of thirty- 
eight States, compared with business con- 
ditions two years ago, that they are fair in 
parts of ten States and good only within a 
fifty-mile radius of Los Angeles. 

There is no effect without @ contributory 
cause. Chance may favor individuals, but 
the fortunes of communities are regulated 
by something more stable. Why does Los 
Angeles glow in a darkened industria] sky 
“like a brooch ip a beggar’s breast?” Why 
is this one little « away out on the rim 
of the Pacific al favored by the gods of 
industry? Far removed from the hitherto 
recognized centers of industrial activity, 
hampered in sending its products to eastern 
markets by freight rates that are enor- 
mously high, with a hinterland sparsely 
populated and whose development has just 
begun, why is Los Angeles alone advancing 
while the rest of the country is receding? 

Divers solutions of this economic riddle 
will be offered by the apologists for less 
prosperous communities. “Propaganda based 
on elaborate and misleading aavertising” 
willl cry the envious. “Tourist crop selling 
at profiteering prices” others will allege. 
“Climate and the moving-picture industry” 
will not be without supporters. Perhaps 
in some remote section a'‘still, smal! voice, 
the voice of truth that never rants or vil- 
ifies, will utter in the midst of the clanging 
of the anvil chorus thé true solution: IN- 
DUSTRIAL FREEDOM. 

Other causes have contributed to our 
success. A climate of unvarying salubrity 
and a soil whose fertility is inexhaustible 
have formed ideal conditions for the Los 
Angeles experiment; but the god of the 
machine, the force impelling it irresistibly 
forward has been that spirit of industrial 
independence which has been manifested 
here in a higher degree than anywhere else 
in the country, perhaps in the world. 

Thirty years ago the great builder of The 
Times sowed the seed that is now blossom- 


‘ing into a harvest, while industrial fields 


in the rest of the country are sterile. It 
began with a printers’ strike in what was 
then little more than a village newspaper. 
In that strike germinated the idea of indua- 
trial freedom that is now sweeping the 
country. Two months ago the tercentennial 
of the landing of the Pilgrims was cele- 
brated in Boston and New York. Measured 
by the social and political standards of that 
day, the men and women of that band were 
persons of no importance.

While casting at first but a feeble 
Might, that fame was unquenchable; for it 
was a spark from the torch of truth. The 
blankets of vilification, misrepresentation 
and abuse with which the mercenaries of 
the closed shop sought to smother it sorved 
instead as fuel for the fame. As the light 
grew brighter it attracted the attention of 
thinking men and women who combined 
cotrage with probity and could neither be 
bullied nor bribed. Sparks from the flame 
fell upon the infant industries just begin- 
ning to develop in-Southern California; and, 
wherever they lighted, they were un- 
quenchable. 

Neither labor nor dollars can thrive in 
captivity. The success of the open-shop 
movement here attracted alike investors 
and workmen who were beginning to find 
the insolent dictation of the walking dele-
